WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
stacks

of George Stevens 
J r., whose 
office on Pennsylvania Avenue 
affords a view of l>oth the White 
House and the Nixon-for-Presi- 
dent headquarters. 
“ As of now, 1 am the sole em­ 
ploye of the A.F.I.,” said the 
genial Stevens, 35. 
“ But that 
situation will be rectified soon. 
At least I plan to have a secre­ 
tary.” 
Brave Attempt 
A.F.I. is a brand-new addition 
to the alphabetic maze of Wash­ 
ington. but It has no position in 
the 
government 
bureaucracy. 
The initials stand for American 
Film 
Institute, 
a 
fresh 
and 
brave attempt to bring distinc 
tion to what has long been taken 
for granted in this country, the 
movie. 
Even before it was founded, 
the A.F.I. was subject to sniping 
from various sources, thus pre­ 
saging its controversy of the 
future. 
Some film critics at­ 
tacked 
the proposed board of 
directors and scorned the Holly 
wood influence in the institute’s 
founding. 
Some 
had 
unkind 
words about the inexperience of 
Stevens, whose film making was 
most notable 
in assisting 
his 
f.itber in producing such films 
as “ The Diary of Anne Frank” 
and “ The Greatest Story Ever 
Told.” 
After 
five years in govern­ 
ment service, such slings and 
arrows don't bother young Stev­ 
ens. He was director of the mo­ 
tion picture division of the U.S. 
Information Agency, where he 
produced the much acclaimed 
“ John 
F. Kennedy: Years of 
Lightning. Day of Drums.” 
Because the A.F.I. may well 
be a storm center in the future. 
Stevens took the post only after 
assurances that the organization 
would be without governmental 
control. Imagine what fun con-

ground movies. 
Seek More Funds 
“ The A.F.I. is a private, non­ 
profit corporation,” Stevens ex­
